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Lobby Control Measure Rejected 
SACRAMENTO (AP)—For the second time this session, the As- 


sembly Monday rejected an attempt to change California’s lobby 
control act. The lawmakers voted 60-15 to send a bill requiring 
lobbyists to hold certificates back to a committee for further study. 
Earlier in the session, the Assembly refused to wipe out stiff pen- 
alties in the lohby control law. The vote was preceded by a debate 
on the value of the lobby control laws. At one poini, it included a 
discussion of the reported campaign to select a successor next year 
to Assembly Speaker Ralph Brown, D-Modesto. 

Assemblyman Bruce Allen, R-Los Gatos, charged that Chapel’s 
bill could permit a lobby control committee, “if it were so inclined, 
to accept unlawful payments under the table.”
